SD have not contributed to the Defence 
of the Kingdome, upon the propo- 
{tions heretofore iflied for that purpoſe, whoſe names 
are conrained in a Roll hereunto annexed,under the hand 
ot the Clerke of the Commons Houſe of Parliament. 

All ſuch as by name have beene Voted by both or <i- 
_ ther ofthe Houſes of Parliament, tobe difarmed, orto 
be Delinquents, A Roll whereof is hereunto annexed, 
under the hand of

All Popith Recuſants, or juſtly ſuſp+&ted of Poperie- 
or whoſe wives are Popiſh Recaſants, or whoſe children 
are Popiſhly bred. All that have cuniributed ro the 
Warre againſt the Fariunens, 

The Armes and. Horlcs to be found in the Houles of 
any Biihops, or D-ancs and Chapte:s, or other ſufſpe- 
ed places, to be ſeized and brought to any of the places 
hereafter appointed, and the pc..{>ns that are to dijarme 
and fecurethe perſons, hereby inte.ided to be difarmed 
and ſecured, ſhall hereby have power and auttority, to 
enter into, and ſearch the Houſes of the ſaid Biſhops, 
Deanes and Chapters, and all other houſes and places 
whereany ſuſpected perſons doe uſually lodge or abide, 
and to {ciſeand ſecurethe {aid ſuſpected Perſons, 

Forthe eff:ing of the premiſes, the ſeverall and re- 


ſpcRive Collonels, Lieutenant Colonel!s, Caprtaines, 


and other Officers of the Trained Bands of the ſeveral] 
Wards within the City of Zezdon, are hereby authorized 
and required to diſarme the perſons before mentioned, 
within their ſeverall Vards, and othertheir places with- 
in the Liberties. And to take and {ciſe all their Horſes, 
Armes and Ammunition or other proviſions of Warte 
and to {ciſe upon and ſecure their perſons. 

The {everall Aldermen, Aldermans Deputies, Com- 
mon- Counſel] men, Conſtables and all other perſons are 
required to be aſſiſtant and aiding unto the jaid ſeveral! 
Officers and Trained Bands, in the execution of the pre- 
miles. 

That the premuices may with the better effect and ſpeed 
De executed, It will be convenient that the Trained Bands 
in cach Ward be divided into three or more ſeverall 


Companies, which 15 hereby required; unlefle there- - 
ſpective Officers and Perſons mtruſted with the ſervice,

upon the place, and upon emergencies ſhall find cauſe 
to doe otherwiſe, 

The Lord Major and the Sheriffes of the City of Zox- 
don, Sergeant Major Generall, Sk#ppon, together with 
ſuch perſons as they ſhall thinke fir ro call to their aſ- 
ſtance are hereby required to uſe all care and diligence, 
that the premiſes be executed according to the intent of 
thefe preſents. 

The perſons of iuch as by the intent of this Order are 
to be ſecured ſhall be brought unto the places hereafter 
mentioned , that 15 to ſay, unto Greſham Colledge, and 
Crosby houſe in Byſhopſeateſtreete, Wincheſter houſe, inor 
neare the Burrough of Southwarke, The houſe of the Bi- 
ſhop of London, neare the Church of Saint Pauls, Lam- 
beth houſe, the Houſe ofthe Deane and Chapter of Weſt- 
minſter, and Ely Houſe. And its left to the diſcretion of 
the Officers ofthe reſpefive Trained Bands, ro which 
of the ſaid Houſes they ſhall carry the perſons of thoſe 
whom they ſhall apprehend. 

The ſeverall Houles and places where the perſons ap- 
prehended ſhall remaine,ſhall have guards ſer about them 
of ſuch number of the Trained Brands or others, as the 
{41d Lord Major, and Sheriffes, of the City of London, 
and Sergeant Major Generall, Skippoy, or any of them 
ſhall appoint. And thoſe that ſhall be appointed to make 
thoſe Guards, ſhall have allowance: of one ſhilling fixe 
rence per 4:em, during the time they continue in the {aid 
Service, the ſame to be paid at the charge of the perſons 
ſo reſtrained in ſuch manner as by the. Lords and Com- 
mons ſhall be appointed. 

For the better effefting of the premiſes within the Su- 
burbes of the City of Zondoy, and within the City of 
Weſtminſter, the en 7 1 Sonthwarke, and other pla-

The Lord Leivetenants and Deputy Leivetenants, and 
the Knights and Burgefles ſerving in this prefent Parlia- 
ment,for the Counties,Citte, and Burroughes in the ſaid 
{averall places, as likewiſe all Conſtables, Headbour- 
roughs and other Perſons abiding therein re{pectively are 
required to be afſiſting and ayding unto the ſeverall Co]- 
Jonels Leivcrenant Colonels, Captaines, and other Ofti- 
CerS, & the trained bands in the execution of the premiſes 

In reſpect it may lo fall our that in ſome of the Wards 


within the City ot Lexdoa andin ſome other of the places 


without the City of Loxdon there may not bee occation 
oft vie for thefuli number oftheir trained bands, bur that 
they may be ſpared and 1enrt into other places within the 


reſpective limits. The Ofhcers of the trained bands thetre- 
tore relpedtively within the City of London,and with: .

JAnd the horſes with their furniture ſhall be brought to

All the horfcs, Armes or Amunition and premiſes of 
warre which ſhalbe ſ{eiſed byvertue of this order are to be 
nyentoried and liſted by the Caprtaines and Lievtenants 
of the reſpetive Companies of the trained bands and 
crtifyed under their hands to the Lord Major to the 
ntent ir may the better appeare where ſuch horſes and a- 
munition remaine and to whom they belong. 

And authority is hereby given unto the ſaid Lord Ma- 
or of Lo»don,Sheriffs, Lievtenants, Collonels, Lievtenant 
Collonels, Captaynes, and other Officers,and to every of 
hem before or at the time of the execution of the premi- 
ks ro make Proclamation 1n the ſeverall wards within 
the ſaid City of London, and likewiſe in {uch ſeverall pla- 
ces within the Suburbs thereof, the City of Weſtmnſter, 
Burrough of Southwarke, and other places and precincts 
within three miles of the City of Londpyn, as they or any 
of them ſhall thinke convenient, thereby commanding 
=l and every the perſon and perſons, which :ccording 
Jothetrue intent and meaning of this Order are to bee 

tiſarmed and their perſons ſecured, That they and every 
of them from and after the time ofthe making of the ſaid 
Proclamationsſhall repayre unto,continue and abide in 
their ſeverall houſes lodgings or places of their uſuall a- 
bode untill the premiſes ſhall be duly executed and per- 
tormed and during ſuch time and in ſuch manner as by 
[tbe {aid leverall proclamations ſhall be enjoyned.
